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A Bit of KERSH History 


Andrew Kersh came from Germany to America with his parents, two 
sisters, and three brothers, leaving Rotterdam 16 Feb. 1744 on ship, 
St. Andrew, and landing at Charleston, S. C. (From Council Journal of 
S. C.-1744). Andrew's father was Hans (or John) George Kersh, and we 
believe his brothers were George (or John George), David, And Conrad. 
We do not know the given names of mother and two sisters.; It is said 
that three of the boys were bound out to pay for their passage. They 
were Lutherans, but since there were no Lutheran Churches in S. C. at 
that time, they joined the Methodist Church. : 

In 1749 John George Kersh received a land grant from King George 
II of England for 250 acres, located in Saxe-Gotha (present Lexington 
Co., S. C.). He deeded this land to his son, Conrad, in 1751. This 
information is written on the bottom of the grant. Andrew Kersh 
received two land grants: 113 acres in Craven Co. 26 July 1766, and 
700 acres in Orangeburg District on Four Hole Swamp 5 June 1805. 
(Note- In 1766 the whole northern half of S. C. was included in Craven 
Co. Andrew's grant would have been in present Richland Co., the 
extreme southern part of which may have been considered Orangeburg 
District. At that time, county lines were so indefinite; it was hard 
to tell where one county ended and another began.) 

Andrew Kersh served in the Revolutionary War in the 6th S. C. 
Regiment, enlisting 23 June 1777. He must have stayed during the 
whole war because he was still on the payroll in 1781. (From War 
Department). 

In 1786 Joseph Kersh, “onely son" of Andrew Kersh and his "lawful 
wife, Roady", received 100 acres of land from his father, located on 
Cypress Creek in Orangeburg District. There were three Cypress Creeks 
in S. C.: one in Orangeburg District (present Berkeley Co.), one in 
Beaufort Co., and one in Pendleton Co. Since a small part of present 
Berkeley Co. was supposed to be in Orangeburg District, this would 
seem to be the right location of the land given to Joseph. However, 
in a later census, Joseph was in Beaufort Co. We do not know if Roady 
was still living when land was given to Joseph. We believe Andrew and 
Roady may have had several daughters, one of whom married John Rhodes, 
who lived in the second house from Andrew. ; 

On 25 March 1788, Andrew Kersh married Eva Margaretta Geysler, 
daughter of Jacob and Maria Catherine Geysler.

Eva Margaretta Geysler, at age 3, came from Germany with her mother, 
Maria Catherine, age 35, and brother, Frederick, age 12, on ship, 
Belfast Packet, landing at Charleston, S. C. 17 Oct. 1766. Her father, 
Jacob Geysler, was on ship, Britannia. These two ships must have 
travelled together, because Jacob petitioned for land grant and Maria 
petitioned for bounty on the same day, 17 Oct. 1766. Both petitions 
were granted. The bounty money was given to ship's captain for their 
passage, and Jacob was given a grant of 250 acres located on Cow 
Castle Creek, in Orangeburg Dis., S. C. (From Protestant Immigrants to 
S. C. - 1763-73.) Under the Act of 25 July 1761, immigrants to S. C. 
were given land and a few pounds in money to induce them to settle 
there. .

Rev. Drehr was licensed in 1810 and ordained in 1812. He was one of the 
most valuable Lutheran ministers in South Carolina. 


He served many Lutheran Churches. One, Sandy Run Lutheran Church, near 
Swansea, S. C. The Journal commenced May 2, 1819.

Yes, the probate records and deeds were destroyed in 1839 and the 
probate records again in 1865. 

By the county court act of 1785, the clerk of each county 
was SUPPOSED to send in a list of probates and deeds for each 
year to the Secretary of State. These are generally known as 
memorialized records, the extent to which the clerks compiled with 
the act is unknown, as only a few of these records are extant 
(the only ones from Orangeburg District were published in the 
SOUTH CAROLINA MAGAZINE OF ANCESTRAL RESEARCH, Vol. 111, #3 & 
#4, summer and fall, 1975). A few of these were known to exist 
for Lexington, but the bulk of them were recently discovered among 
the legislative papers and brought to Brent H. Holcomb's attention 
by Mr. H. F. Rudisill. These are for the year 1814-1825. The 
State Archives cannot properly show them at this time because 
these records are in the process of reclassification. So, Holcomb 


published a book and it came out 5-19-1978. Some years apparently 


have two sets of memorialized deeds, and he has no explanation to 


offer for this.
